No better evi­ 
dence th at football is play ed to the king’s taste 
today could be found than the fact that never 
was the sport as popular as now. never wa§ * it 
better play ed and never did it so strongly com­ 
pete with baseball for the coveted title of the 
Great American Game. 


SAFETY ON THE ROAD. 
It is gratify ing that the automobile associa­ 
tions and clubs are devoting much attention to 
an investigation of the basic principles of safety 
and responsibility in the operation of motor cars. 
The automobile is still in comparative infancy , 
from the standpoint of traffic safety , and as in 
the case of the railroad and other mechanical 
inventions, 
is at times destructive of life and 
property in this preliminary stage. In the case 
of the automobile, as with the railroads and fac­ 
tory machinery , progress will be made not by 
prohibiting the inventions but by minimizing as 
far as possible their injurous consequences. 
After y ears of improvement, railroad acci­ 
dents were brought down to very small percent­ 
ages. It will be the same with the motor vehicle. 
Prevention of accidents and the solution of 
traffic problems have many strictly engineering 
features. But the human and regulatory aspects 
are just as important. Gradually the law must 
close down not only upon the reckless but upon 
the financially irresponsible driver. 
One fact emerges cry stal-clear; the impell­ 
ing necessity for sugstantially uniform regula­ 
tions in these matters. 
No longer is automobile 
traffic intrastate; it moves across state bound­ 
aries at will. Yet traffic laws treat the problem 
as strictly intrastate.

science for searching out sea 
life. 
Recent tests carried out in fish­ 
ing trawlers will enable vessels 
to find and m aintain contact 
with fish shoals by means of the 
sonic depth finder, a devifc de­ 
veloped 
for 
sounding 
ocean 
depths. 
Instead of fishing fleets steam ­ 
ing to fishing areas and losing 
much time trawling at various 
depths before shoals are located, 
echo gear makes it possible to 
take soundings in less than two 
seconds. 
When a shoal is located, the 
trawl can be kept at the correct 
depth, which varies as the shoal 
moves, and can shape its course 
along the path of the moving 
lish, according to Lewis Rad- 
cliffe, acting commissioner of 
the bureau of fisheries. 
The apparatus consists of p. 
steel diaphragm fix ed to the 
bottom of the ship and insulated 
by sound proof packing from the 
hull. The diaphragm is struck 
twice a second by an electric- 
magnetic hammer and the sound 
trav els down through the water 
until it reaches the bottom or is 
interrupted by a shoal of fish. 
The echo, thrown back, 
is 
caught in a hy drophone and the 
depth calculated from the known 
speed of sound in water. 
The dev ice has been perfected 
so the depth is automatically 
registered in feet or fathoms on 
a dial by the operator. 
The 


depth is read off to the skipper, 
who consults his chart to see 
what the depth should be at the 
particular spot. If it is appreci­ 
ably less, he knows th at a shoal 
of fish has interrupted the sound 
and commences to trawl. 
Recent t^sts off the English 
coast, according to word from 
Consul W. F. Dotey , Newcastle- 
on-Ty ne, have shown the new 
echo fishing to be especially 
successful in locating herring 
shoals.

SAFETY ON THE ROAD. 


It is .gratifying that the automobile associa- 


tions and clubs axe devoting much attention to 
an investigation of the basic principles of safety 
and responsibility in the operation of motor cars. 
The automobile is still in comparative infancy, 
from the standpoint of traffic safety, and as in 
the 'case of the railroad and other mechanical 
inventions, is at times destructive of life and 
property in this, preliminary stage. In the case 
of the automobile.'as with the railroads and fac- 
tory machinery, progress will be made not by 
prohibiting the inventions but by minimizing ai 
far as possible their injurous consequences. 


After years of improvement, railroad acci- 


dents were brought down to very small percent- 
ages. It will be the same with the motor vehicle 


Prevention of accidents and the solution of 


traffic problems have many strictly engineering 
features. But the human and regulatory aspects 
are just as important. Gradually the law must 
close down not^only upon the reckless but upon 
the financially irresponsible driver.

ing necessity for sugstantially uniform regula- 
tions in these matters. 
No longjg: is automobile 


traffic intrastate; it moves across state bound- 
aries at will. Yet traffic laws treat the problem 
as strictly intrastate.
